Have 8 hamsticks, 6 still work and are used regularly. One maintenance 
item of hamsticks is not easily seen as needed, and I thank K10J for 
passing his experience to me to pass on to the list: 


After weeks/months of wacking trees, drive-in bank canopies, etc. the 
soldered connection at the top ferrule (?) and/or bottom 3/8 threaded 
coupling gets loose. Not loose enough to stop working, mind you; just 
loose enough for your radio to sound like there's just a little quick 
QSB on the bands. Kinda like a cold solder joint making and then sorta 
making connection (which is what's happening). Like sigs may go from S7 
to S6 in 2 or 3 second periods, that just happen to be in sync with your 
swaying hamstick in the back of the car. 


When that happens, gotta cut back and peel of the black shrink wrap for 
about 2 inches (you can feel where the solder joint is under the wrap) 
and resolder. We're talking propane torch project here, guys, because 
of the heat sink effect of the hardware. 


Afterwards some folks put heat shrink back on the joint - me, I love 
black Scotch 33 tape and apply it liberally. This routine seems to be a 
3 or 6 month "thing" with my hamsticks. Other than that, I like ‘em and 
work ‘em every day. 


For Texas QSO party coming up, built a "virutal Sterba curtain" mounting 
bracket with 1.5 inch aluminum angle fitted to me pick-em-up GMC. 
Virtual curtain holds all sticks for all bands, 80 thru 10, with a 3/8 - 
inch mount every 8 inches or so and is about the ugliest thing on 
4-wheels I ever saw. But it works and saves having to unmount 1 stick 
and remount another to change bands. Sort of a poor man's virtual 
screwdriver setup.

Ran across this antenna article by G3BDQ in a Aug 95 copy of the UK 
Practical Wireless ham magazine. It has also been described in various 
configurations by others, including Bill Orr. 

This author claims SWRs under 1.5:1...thus no ATU required(hope he's right) 
Note, the coax is continuous from the rig to point B, and the beads 
determine the electrical length of L2. L1 is either an extension of the 
inner conductor or an added ~ 1/4Wlength. He cautions to be sure and seal 
the coax at point B. Obviously!

I'm not sure if I'm going to build this, but I'd like some feedback on the 
idea. After reading all the posts on antennas and mobile, I thought it might be 
appropriate. 


What if one took two cb whips and mounted them side-by-side at a spacing to 
"emulate" parallel transmission line and dropped a "tilted vee" off to the 
other side of the vehicle? If I mounted this in the middle of the rear bumper 
of my station wagon I could get almost 15 feet per side on a tilted-inverted 
vee. 


If the spacing was set just right on the "feed line" whips, and the proper 
balun was used to match it, wouldn't this work great without a tuner?? What 
lengths on the 'radials' would be resonant on more than one band? 


I've figured out how to reinforce an Amidon balun box to support the whips and 
mount it to the trailer hitch on the bumper. What I have no clue on how to 
figure is the spacing of the whips. I'm not sure what impedance to set the 
spacing for, and hence am cluless on what balun ratio to use. 


I've seen a lot of designs for dipoles and vee's fed with 450 ohm ladder line. 
I'm confused by data on various antennae designs that appear not to care what 
the feed line impedance is. If you were going to try this, how would you go 
about choosing these values? 


Don't let my affiliation with Amidon fool you - I am not an engineer and am 
relatively new to transformation issues. I just sell the things, I rarely try 
to figure out how or why they work. My main interest in using one for this 
project is the sturdy enclosure it is housed in... 


Like I said I'm not sure if I'm going to build this one, but I've already 
learned a lot about the theory just reading about various configurations of 


open line feeders. It seems viable to me.

Gang, 


Question came up about the tuning pot. The only function that the 
tuning pot, listed as 100K, has is to act as a voltage divider and 
provide the voltage to set the bias voltage on the MV1662 varactor 
diode. This in turn sets the VFO frequency. 


With 8V applied to the pot, 50K will give you 0.16mA and 100K will 
give you 0.08mA of current, so in the big scheme of things it doesn't 
make much difference. I used the 50K myself. BTW this is the current 


through the tuning pot only and just adds to the total current required 
for the rig. 


These are good questions gang. Whenever one goes to substitute parts 
you have to ask these questions. In some places part substitution 
is not a good idea, but here it will work. 


Another question came up on the tuning range. 
Here is how you figure the tuning range given the VFO frequency. 


For 40 meters take the VFO frequency + 4.QQ0Q00MHz to determine the 
frequency. If the VFO frequency is 3.Q00MHz then you will be 
transmitting on 7.000MHz, which by the way is too close to the band 
edge for anyone. :-) 


For 30 meters take the VFO frequency + 7.680MHz to determine the 
frequency. Now I am doing this at work and from memory, but I think 
when I did the math sitting in front of the SW-30+ during the weekend 
that was the crystal frequency. 


In my steps for building I suggested that the builder not hook up the 

tuning pot to J2 just yet. The reason is that having the wires and pot 
attached while you are assembling the rest of the board is just too much 
strain on the wires flipping the board back and forth and it just gets in 

the way. What I did was use a scrap clipping from a resistor and just 

using friction to hold it in place I put the wire between pins 2 and 3 

and measured the frequency output. This corresponds to the low frequency 

of the VFO. Then placing the wire between pins 1 and 2 I once again measured 
the output of the VFO. This corresponds to the high frequency of the 

tuning range. 


Once you get these two frequencies then do the math to see what your 
tuning range is going to be. Say I get 3.015MHz and 3.050MHz for the 
SW-40+ then my rig will tune from 7.015MHz to 7.050MHz. And I think 
that is about what I got. Mileage may vary. 


For 30 meters you want the VFO to tune from 2.42MHz to 2.455MHz to get 
10.100MHz to 10.135MHz.

I'm seeking advice from anyone in the group who has had experience with the 
MFJ-90xx series of transceivers. 


I picked up an MFJ-9020 at a flea market last weekend. It looks like a 
super rig but I'm concerned that it's performance is below par. 


I've been playing the rig through a pair of Sony powered speakers. On 


receive, I need to have the volume up full to hear anything substantial. 
Lots of hiss, though. I realigned the front end according to instructions 
given by Paul Harden in a post a year or so ago but I'm still missing 
stations I can hear with my Argo 509 and Ten Tec 1254. Is this normal? 
Should I install an rf preamp ahead of the receiver mixer? What about an 
audio amp after the product detector? I've had no experience with these 
kinds of rigs so I have no idea what to expect. 


While I was at it I aligned the transmitter portion of the rig using Paul's 
instructions and was able to manage a clean 3 watts out as measured by an 
OHR WM-2 wattmeter. Compared to the specs (~4.5 watts) this is a bit low 
but I'm not too worried about it. 


I'd appreciate any suggestions.

Floyd, 

This antenna is a clever way to feed an ordinary 1/2 wave dipole. 
The outside of the coax for 1/4 wave acts as the other half of the dipole; 
the ferrite beads act to 'cut' the end of the antenna, stopping the rf 
current. Since this choke is at a high impedance point, it needs a lot of 
inductance. The signal on the inside of the coax is not affected. I used 
this once; works well. You need really good strain relief to the center 
conductor, as the coax is much heavier than the wire, and puts a fair 
amount of tension on the poor center conductor of the coax. 

No neat way to multiband it, but your idea of coax connectors would 
work fine.

I saw something recently (can't remember where) that the FCC's request to 
be part of the European CEPT license acreement had been approved. 


The CEPT agreement in Europe means that European hams can operate in other 
countries without getting special licenses, the same way US hams can 
operate in Canada. The FCChad petitioned to be part of that agreement as 
well. This means that US hams could operate in Europe and vice versa 
without the hassle of reciprocal licensing. 


It currently takes from 30-90 days to get a license. SInce I travel to 
Europe frequently, I could throw a rig in the briefcase and get some air time. 


What i heard was that the agrement had be signed but now the FCC has to 
work out the details. i hope they won't take another year or two to get it 
done. I checked the FCC web page but there was no mention. Does anybody on 
thel ist have more info? 


Also, If I do get to operate QRP in the UK, Netherlands, Germany or France, 
what is the best band for QRP? I'll probably take something small like a 
4OA which means I'll be limited to a single band. Suggestions? 


I operated from Australia last year. They have a very simple reciprocal 
licensing scheme. I went to their equivalent of the FCC in Sydney. Fifteen 
minutes and $15 later I had a licnse good for abut 6 months. Too bad they 
couldn't supply me with some decent propagation....

The BEST location I 
found is an active Boston&Maine R.R. interstate trestle 
on the edge of town. What a great location for me and 

a vertical (YES, plenty of room for trains too)! 75 feet 
above the river, and with all that iron for a ground 
plane, YEE HA! Though I'd like the competitive advantage 
of that GREAT location, I'd prefer to avoid the CRIMINAL 
TRESSPASS charges and concede to a less than optimal 
location down-stream. 


Location #2 

A small park, on the Maine side. Could maybe op from 
there and run a sloping random wire 300' across the 
river to NH. (Hey NorCAL judges! Does it count 

as a "border position" if just the antenna crosses?). 
Comments???? 


Location #3 is a small island (75'x150') in the 
middle of the same river. Covered by a jungle of 
trees, poision ivy and drift debris, inhabited only 
by FIRE ants and a flock of aggressive, territorial, 
feral, domestic-breed (barnyard watchdog type) geese. 
Access to the island is tricky as the river narrows 
to 50' wide either side, causing tidal current to be 
dangerously strong. River depth in each channel is 
about 7' at high tide with the present spring run off 
rate, so boat is the only practical access (I only 
have an inflatable raft). Even with that, there is 
an unstable cornice of turf and wall of bushes 
overhanging the water along the island's edge, so 
getting ON the island will be a trick as well.

Let's first examine the 3MHz. resonant components. L1 is the 
resonant inductance, but resonant capacitance is due to a number of 
capacitances: 
-C6 in series with C4 in series with C5 
-C8 in series with varicap capacitance (d1) 
-C7 
-C9 in series with C10 
-C3 in series with C2. 


These strings of capacitance all add up to resonate with L1 at 3MHz. 


A lot of the resonant current flows down the C6/C4/C5 string, since this 
string of capacitances represent the lowest reactance path of the 
bunch listed above. 

Now you could say that Q2 senses the resonant voltage at its base 
and injects pulses of current from its emitter into the resonant circuit 
in order to keep the oscillation amplitude up. 

So the junction of C4 and C5 is where Q2's emitter "pumps-up" the 
oscillations. That's the feedback point. Of course, Q2's emitter pulses 
are timed to re-inforce the sinewave shape that the resonant circuit naturally 
follows.
